Jt is estimated that about 1. per 
cent. of the total wheat acreage has 
suffered from drought to such an ex- 
tent that the crop will either not be 
scarcely a factor in the total yield of;

From_ reports received by the de- 
partment from correspondents and 
from field men, it would appear that 
the average yield of. wheat over the. 
total area sown would not ‘be more 
than 11 bushels to the acre, but owing 
to the very large area which will eith- 
er not be harvested at all or will show 
a ‘very light yield, it is difficult t 
make an accurate estimate of the aver 
agé yield. The final estimate will not 
be made until threshing operations 
have been about completed. 

Where. threshing has taken place 
the wheat, even though of light yield, 
has been found to be a good quality. 
In some districts there will be a rath- 
er heavy dockage for weeds

Alberta and the 
States south of it, I remarked that 
when oil prospecting at Calgary was 
active about ten years ago, some Brit- 
ish geologists interested in oil geology 
‘concluded that southern Alberta was 
less favorably situated for oil devel- 
onment than Montana or Wyoming. 
“That conclusion. has been fully jus- 
tified by the experience. of the past 
ten years. I asked the interviewer not 
to mention that conclusion nor the ex 
plantation, I gave of the facts lest ‘it 
might discourage further oil prospect- 
ing.in Alberta. In the interview I de- 
clined to express any opinion, on the 
‘future of the oil development*in Al-
